JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19— 
Gov. Donnelly this afternoon vetoed 
a bill designed to revise the sys- 


tem of assessing and collecting 
realty and tangible personal prop- 
erty taxes in St. Louis county and 
Jackson county, because it con- 
tained errors and conflicting pro- 
visions which would make it un- 
workable. 

The bill, which applies only to 
the two first class counties, was 
intended to make the assessment 
and collection methods of the two 
counties conform to requirements 
of the new Constitution for col- 
lection of such taxes within the 
fiscal or calendar year within 
which they were assessed. 

While officials of the two coun- 
tries had urged that. veto of the 


measure might result in loss of 
the work already done on 1946 as- 
sessments, and delays that might 
endanger the taxes for this year, 
the Governor said the necessary 
work could be done under a gen- 
eral law recently passed, and 
signed, which applies to the en- 
tire State. 

“Laws of this importance should 
be correctly written and without 
conflicting provisions,” the Gov- 
ernor said. “It is my opinion 
that, if this bill is necessary, it 
can be corrected, re-introduced 
and passed within a short time.” 

Among the errors in the bill, the 
Governor said, were use of “state 
auditor” instead of “director of 
revenue,” conflicts in dates for 
return of assessments, and the fix- 
ing of a date already passed, last 
Jan. 1, for an emergency clause, 
although the bill was not finally 
passed until last Jan. 29. 

The bill also contained. conflict- 
‘ing sections empowering both the 
county court and the state tax 
commission to prescribe the meth- 
od or system to facilitate assess- 
ment and collection of taxes, and 
the kinds of books and forms to 
be used. Another conflicting pro- 
vision would have enabled the 
county board of equalization to 
make final its assessment find- 
ings, if the state tax commission, 
which has the power and duty 
of equalizing assessments between 
counties did not file its report be- 
fore or during the session of the 
county board,

Cardinal to Be Guest of 
De Valera and O’Kelly 
After Flight F rom 
Rome March 3 on End 


of Ceremonies There.

ROME, Feb. 19 (By Radio).— 
John Cardinal Glennon, Archbish- 
op of St. Louis, announced today 
his homeward schedule as far as 
Ireland, where he will spend the 
first part of the week of March 
3. He will fly from Rome March 
3 for Dublin, where he will cele- 
brate mass at his old school, All 
Hallows College, and will be guest 
of Prime Minister Eamon De 
Valera and President Sean _ T. 
O’Kelly of Eire at a state dinner. 

Cardinal Glennon, whose title, 
with those of three other Ameri- 
can prelates and 28 from other 
nations, was confirmed in yester- 
day’s secret consistory, is the only 
Irish-born member of the recon- 
stituted Sacred College. Others, 
including his American colleagues, 
are of Irish descent, but were 
born in the countries which they 
now represent. Ireland has no 
Cardinal of its own, Joseph Car- 
dinal McCrory having died last 
year. 

Thus it appears that the St. 
Louis prelate, widely known and 
popular in Ireland, may be viewed 
by the people of the Emerald Isle 
as, in a sense, their own repre- 
sentative in the upper hierarchy. 
This appeared in the warmth of 
the greeting given him in his one- 
day visit last week to his birth- 
place and adjoining scenes of his 
boyhood in Counties Westmeath 
and Meath. 

Ceremonies in Rome. 

Cardinal Glennon, whose time 
this week will be taken up with 
the prescribed ceremonies of Papal 
consistories, has set Thursday of 
next week, Feb. 28, for his ritual 
visit to the ancient Church of San 
Clemente, or St. Clement, of which 
he will be named this week as 
titular pastor. San Clemente is 
considered by scholars the vldest 
Christian temple in Rome, its 
lower portion dating from the fifth 
century or earlier, and the upper 
structure from the twelfth cen- 
tury. 

In this connection it was learned 
that only twice, while in Rome, 
will he don his red cardinalitial 
robes. The first time will be at 
the secret consistory Friday morn- 
ing, in which the new Cardinals 
will take their seats with the old 
ones. The second occasion will be 
the formal visit to San Clemente. 

Because the penitential season, 
preceding Lent, began last Sunday, 
it has been decided that red robes 
will not be worn in the great 
spectacle of the public consistory, 
in St. Peter’s Basilica Thursday. 
On that occasion, Cardinal Glen- 
non and his colleagues will wear 
the purple accoutrements of the 
archbishopric. 

The semi-public consistory to- 
morrow afternoon, in the Hall of 
Benediction in St. Peter's, will be 
for the new cardinals only. Pope 
Pius XII will be seated on his 
throne and the new cardinals, in

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 — Re- 


jecting a demand by Senator For- 
rest C. Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, 
that it subpena witnesses from 


St. Louis to testify concerning the 
qualifications of Commodore 
James K. Vardaman to be a mem- 
ber of the Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve System, a 
Senate subcommittee agreed to- 
day to send telegrams of inquiry 
to those whose testimony Donnell 
desired, 

This step was described by 
Chairman George L. Radcliffe 
(Dem.), Maryland, of the subcom- 
mittee as a “screening process” 
intended to bring ‘more into fo- 
cus” the question of Vardaman’s 
qualifications, 

Donnell had indicated that he 
wanted to subpena 26 witnesses, 
but in reviewing the list he de- 
cided that some could be omitted. 
To those of the 26 who remain on 
his final list Radcliffe sent this 
telegram: 

“Senator Donnel suggests that 
youm ay have information bear- 
ing upon the qualifications of 
Commodore Vardaman to be 
member of the board of governors 
of the Federal Reserve System. 

“Please wire me, Government 
collect, whether you have such in- 
formation which could be placed 
at the disposal of the committee.” 

Next Step Not Disclosed. 

Radcliffe would not say what 
action the committee would take 
if it should reteive, in response 
to this telegram, a reply stating 
that the recipient had such infor- 
mation. 

“That's a matter we might have 
to discuss with the full banking 
committee,” he said. “It would 
be premature to pass on it now. 
We can consider shaping our poli- 
cy after we have received the re- 
plies to this telegram.” 

Action of the five-man subcom- 
mittee in deciding on the tele- 
grams of inquiry, Radcliffe said, 
was unanimous, and was accept- 
able to Donnell, who was consult- 
ed before the subcommittee an- 
nounced its decision. 

He did indicate that the sub+ 
committee would be extremely re- 
luctant to ask for subpenas, say- 
ing he understood that banking 
committee had not done this for 
many years. 

“We think there might be stipu- 
lations on some of the issues,” he 
said. “In other cases the commit- 
tee might feel that we could get 
the information by letter or tele- 
gram.” 

Donnell, in requesting subpenas, 
had pointed to the expense, which 
would be incurred by any one 
who came to Washington from 
Missouri as a voluntary witness, 
and said that for other considera- 
tions those who have testimony to 
give might wish to appear under 
subpena, rather than ag volun- 
teers. 

The hearing developed largely 
today into an inquiry into the 
methods pursued by Senator Don- 
nell. 

Members of the committee, 
without conspicuous exception, in- 
dicated disapproval of the course 
followed by Donnell. It was appar- 
ent that the group would consent 
to few, if any, of the 26 subpenas

Dr. Etienne Drioton, director- 
general of the Egyptian antiqul- 
ties department, disclosed the ex- 
tent of the treasure discovered by 
Prof. Pierre Montet, chief of a 
French archeological mission. 
Montet opened a hidden room in 
the tomb of King Psussenes I at 
San El] Hagar, once the capital 
city called Tanis, in the delta of 
the Nile, 

The room proved to be the 
burial chamber of Gen. Un Djebau 
En Dijebet. His mummy was in- 
side a coffin of granite and gold- 
covered wood, with jewels and 
other treasures. Around = _ the 
mummy’s neck were golden chains 
and gems of undetgrmined value. 


The face was covered with a 
golden mask and the fingers and | 
toes were encased in tubes of 
gold. 

Dr. Drioton said the casket con- 
tained also a great scarab, or 
beetle, of green stone, and a gold- 
en statuette of the two-horned 


| Goddess Hathor, protector of the 


dead. Also found was a crystal 
statue of a goddess sitting on a 
golden throne and a statue of 
Ptah, the God of Memphis, stand- 
ing in a golden chapel with col- 
umns of gold, 

Beside the mummy were two 
highly decorated golden plates, a 
flower shaped cup of white gold 
and an ornate silver plate. 

Dr. Drioton said little had been 
known about the period. Montet 
found the tomb in 1940, Psussenes 
occupied the throne at Tanis 
sometime between 1090 and 950

W. Pauley, California oil man 
whose nomination for Under Sec- 
retary of Navy is before the Sen- 
ate Naval Affairs Committee, 
testified today that in 1938 his 
Petrol Oil Corp. underwent liqui- 
dation, selling its common stock 
to “Midwest Associates,” which 
later sold some of its holdings to 
the Standard Oil Co. of California. 

Senator Charles W. Tobey 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, contended 


that the following year Pauley 

“switched” sides on an oil-control 
bill backed by the major oi] com- 
panies and worked closely with 
Standard in an unsuccessful effort 
to defeat a referendum after the 
oil bill was passed by the Cali- 
fornia Legislature. 

Pauley said at the time Midwest 
Associates bought control of Pet- 
rol he had no knowledge of its 
| Satention to re-sell property to 
| Standard, but he acknowledged 
ithat Midwest was organized spe- 
| cifically for the purpose of buying 
| control of Petrol. Later, he went 
Petrol received some of the 
stock of Midwest in exchange for 
property, and the name of his 
Petrol Oil, corporation of Califor- 
ia was changed to Petro] Oil of 
Nevada. 

Under questioning by Senator 
Tobey, Pauley read his company 
records showing that during 1942 
45, when he was treasurer of the 
| Democratic National Committee, 
his company sold nearly two mil- 
lion dollars worth of oil to the 
Army and Navy. In addition, 
Petrol, he said, sold $163,000 in 
paint to the Government, without 
competitive bids. ' 

The sale of oil was on a compet!- 
tive bid basis, he stated. 

On Leave, Gets $18,000 a Year. 

He had said earlier that at no 
time did he talk to any govern- 
ment officials in solicitation of 
this business, and that he has 
been on leave of absence from 
Petrol since 1941. In response to 
a question, however, he said it is 
true he has continued to receive 
his salary as president of the com- 
| pany—$18,000 a year. 
| In 1942, he said, his firm sold 
| $432,670 in oil to the Army, or 9 
per cent of total sales for that 
year by his company. In_1943 it 
'sold $118,792 to the Navy, or 3 


per cent of total sales.7 In 1944, 
\it sold $430,924 to the Acmy and 
$373,749 to the Navy, or per 


(cent of sales for the year, and 
| last year it sold a total of $612,602 
to the Army and Navy, or 13 per 
(cent of its total sales for that 
year. 

Oil for Japan Before War. 

He testified that his company 
had sold a substantial amount of 
oil preceding the war to a broker 
who in turn sold it to Japan, and 
that he was aware all the time 
that it was consigned to Japan. 
But, he said, he had sent tele- 
grams to Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L, Ickes (“now ex-secre- 
tary,” he added) and to the White 
House warning that Japan must 
not be allowed to seize The Neth- 
erlands East Indies, because the 
Indies contained oil. This, he in- 
dicated, showed clearly that in the 
interest of patriotism he had done 
what he could to aid the war ef- 
fort. 

Tobey sought without success, 
after he had asked that he be 
sworn in himself as a witness, to 
introduce a memorandum of a 
conversation he held over the tele- 
phone recently with William A, 
Patterson, head of United Airlines, 
relating to Pauley’s attempt to col- 
lect campaign funds in 1944. 

Committee Members Clash. 

| After a sharp clash among com- 
'mittee members, Chairman David 
I Walsh (Dem.), Massachusetts, 
held that it was not proper to read 
the memo, or a telegram from 
Patterson; that Patterson himself 
must testify. He has been sub- 
penaed. 

Tobey protested that in decades 
of procedure on the Hill at such 
hearings, he had never known 
the rules of court to apply to 
Congress, but the chairman over- 
ruled him. A few minutes later, 
Pauley protested that he was be- 
ing “beaten and punched” in the 
press at large as a result of the 
hearings, and objected to any in- 
nuendoes or implied criticism at 
the hearings.

One Strike Averted.

ment of a dispute in Philadelphia 
in which 1000 long-lines operators 
and other employes of the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
left their jobs. 

Basis of the settlement was an

RED CROSS WORK CRITICIZED, 
U.S, RELIEF AGENCY URGED 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
Mrs. Eugene Meyer, wife of the 
publisher of the Washington Post, 
asked Congress yesterday to es- 
tablish a federal agency to co- 
ordinate all voluntary relief and 
welfare efforts. She told a House 
committee investigating aid to the 
physically handicapped that the 
Red Cross was the “personifica- 
tion of all the shortcomings of 
voluntary welfare works” and it 
“persists in playing a lone hand.” 

The Red Cross and community 
chests collect $500,000,000 annually, 
she said, but “nobody is in a po- 
sition to criticize these organiza- 
tions for the manner in which that 
huge sum is spent.” .The result is 
“competition and jealousy” among 
relief agencies, she added. 

Mrs. Meyer said the Infantile 
Paralvsis fund collects more than 
$16,000,000 a year and continues its 
annual campaigns for funds “with 
more money already in the bank 
than it can possibly spend on 
175,000 cases.” A similar situation 
is true, she added, regarding the 
tuberculosis fund.

SIGN WAGE RSE 


All Basic Mills Agree to 
18'4-Cent Increase — 
440,000 Workers Now 


Covered, 


PITTSBURGH, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
Increasing of workers 
continued to return to their jobs 
in basic steel plants today, -but 
Many steel manufacturing com- 
panies which buy steel to make 
commodities still were without 
ecollective bargaining contracts 
with the CIO United Steel Work- 
ers. 

Approximately 440,000 of the es- 
timated 750,000 workers who went 
on strike Jan. 21 were represented 
in agreements announced by union 
or management since the United 
States Steel Corp. set the pattern 
last week by giving the workers 
an 18%-cents-an-hour wage in- 
crease, Every basic steel plant 
has ‘signed up. 

Latest to announce an agree- 
ment with the union was the 
American Bridge Co., a structural 
steel fabricating subsidiary of 
United States Steel. A spokesman 
for United States Steel here said 
the bridge company, which em- 
ploys about 5000, agreed to a con- 
' tract similar to that of the par- 
| ent company. 

Other Firms Sign Up. 

Agreements also were announced 
covering the Sharon Steel Corp. 
with 5000 employes in Sharon, 
Pa.: Farrell, Pa., and Lowellville, 
O.: the Shenango Penn Mold Co., 
employing 750, and the Sharpsville 
(Pa.) Steel Fabricating Co., with 
100. 

About 1600 employes of the Alan 
Wood Steel Co. in Conshohocken, 
Pa., also were returning under a 
new wage contract. 

The Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corp. 
announced 20 out of 21 coke oven 
batteries are scheduled to be 
charged by Thursday in the Pitts- 
burgh district, and that nine blast 
furnaces will be started by to- 
night. 

Philip Murray, president of the 
CIO and the steel workers, said, 
“It's reasonable to predict that 
within the next 10 days the entire 
fabricating industry will be signed 
up. It is the beginning of an 
era of peace.” 

Protest by Fabricators. 


From the Tri-State Industrial 
Association, representing 56 fabri- 
cating plants in the Pittsburgh 
area with a total of 50,000 em- 
ployes, came a voice of dissent. 

Ray Booth, Tri-State secretary, 
asserted: “How can a fabricating 
company which already was losing 
money even before the strike be 
expected to grant a wage increase, 
pay more for its raw material (and 
not even know how much), and at 
the same time not be allowed to 
increase the price of the products 
it makes

PITTSBURGH, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
The advance guard of the Chicago 
taxicab caravan passed through 
Pittsburgh today with heavy 
snowfall adding to its difficulties 
while the main body halted at 
East Liverpool, O., 40 miles away, 
for reorganization. 

Shortly after noon only 20 of 
the 148 cabs, carrying almost 400 
veterans and their families to 
Washington, had arrived here. 
The veterans will seek relief in 
Washington from a Chicago ordi- 
nance limiting the number of cabs 
to 3000, most of them operated by 
two companies, 

Sleet and hail changed to snow 
as the first cars neared Pitts- 
burgh and the caravan, harassed 
by breakdowns and lack of ade- 
quate sleeping accommodations, 
began to spread farther apart. 

The cabs left Massillon, O., this

Senator Jasper Smith of Spring- 
field pointed out that for nearly 
all taxpayers the federal income 
tax alone amounted to more than 
1¢ per cent of gross income. 
Smith said that few persons 
who paid an income tax would 
take advantage of the provision 
because by itemizing deductions 
their taxes would be much lower 
than if they adopted the 10 per 
cent deduction authorization. 


When changed to except federal 
taxes, the amendment was adopted. 


Ricketts Plan Defeated. 


Senator Claude B. Ricketts of 
St. Louis met decisive defeat on 
an amendment directing that in- 
come tax revenues should be re- 
turned to St. Louis and the coun- 
ties in accordance with the 
amount collected in each. 

Ricketts’s proposal, which was 
certain to be defeated by rural 
votes, was described by one Sen- 
ator as “tilting at a windmill.” 

More than 80 per cent of the in- 
come tax is paid by residents of 
St. Louis, St. Louis county, Kan- 
sas City and two or three other 
counties. Under the law one-third 
of the money goes to the state 
school fund and is distributed to 
all the counties in the state, most 
of them deriving considerably 
more in school money than they 
pay in income taxes. 


Under the proposed amendment 
most of the counties would have 
suffered a loss, although St. Louis, 
which pays in excess of $4,000,000 
of the $11,000,000 collected from 
this source, would have profited. 
The amendment failed of adop- 
tion, the vote being 6 to 18. The 
only votes for it were by Sena- 
tors from the wealthier cities and 
counties. 

Final action on the bill was de- 
ferred pending the submission of 
other amendments which will at- 
tempt to materially change the 
bill as it passed the house. 


Relief for County Governments. 


Relief for impoverished Ozark 
hill counties, a number of which 
are virtually bankrupt, will be 
available through legislation re- 
ported favorably today by the 


Senate Committee on Reorganiza- | 
tion and thus put well on its way

to passage. 

A series of bills, 
passed in the House three weeks 
ago, were taken up before the 
Senate committee last night by 
Representative Douglas Mahnkey 


|\of Taney county, one of the coun- 


ties which had _ difficulty in 
carrying out the ordinary county 
functions with the revenues re- 
ceived. 

Under these bills counties of 
the fourth class, the smaller 
counties, may adopt one of three 
forms of government under which 
the cost of county government 
would be materially reduced, or 
may join with other counties in 
any common function. 

A number of southern Missouri 
counties have suffered serious 
losses in revenue as a result of 
exhaustion of timber resources, 
which have left millions of acres 
of hill land virtually worthless 
and producing little in taxes, 

Federal Inroads, 

Land owners, after cutting off 
the timber, have in many in- 
stances abandoned the land, per- 
mitting the taxes to become delin- 
quent, The establishment of na- 
tional forests and state parks in 
the Ozark area has taken more 
than 2,000,000 acres of land off 
the tax lists and the increasing 


-/number of flood control dams has 


further reduced the taxable prop- 
erty by flooding the more valuable 
and tillable valleys, the flooded 
land having been acquired by the 
Federal Government and _ thus 
not being taxable. 


The result of all this has been 
that many counties have suffered 
dwindling incomes while their ex- 
penses remained as high as when 
higher revenues were obtained. 
Under the old Constitution all 
counties had the same type of 
government, and so far there have 
been no changes under the new 
Constitution, which authorizes 
such legislation as that advocated 
by Mahnkey and approved in the 
— and by the Senate commit- 
ee. 

The purpose of the series of bills 
was to simplify*county govern- 
ment and to decrease its cost ma- 
terially. 

The new Constitution authorizes 
any group of adjacent counties, 
not to exceed 10, to join for any 
common purpose. One of Mahn- 
key’s bills, conforming to this con- 
stitutional provision, authorizes 
counties to vote to jointly carry 
out any common function, includ- 
ing purchase, construction and 
maintenance of hospitals and 
alms houses, and purchase and 
operation of road machinery, and 
in employing any county officer. 
In any of these purposes several 
counties would operate as one 
county without physical consoli- 
dation. 

Governmental Forms. 

The three alternate forms of 
government proposed in the other 
bills are termed commission form, 
consolidated form and county 
clerk form. Either of the three 
would accomplish savings by. re- 


‘ducing the number of officials, 


and consolidating the work of 
many ‘in a few. 

The proposed commission form, 
while not a true commission form 
of government as it is understood 
for cities, would abolish the 
county court and the offices of 
county treasurer and public ad- 
ministrator.

ice for the 27,000 persons who are 
waiting for telephones in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, and to make room for 
further telephone growth. 


The purpose of this program is to catch up 
with four years’ backed-up demand for tele- 
phone service. Separate descriptions of the hun- 
dreds of jobs involved would require many col- 
umns of this newspaper. But in general, here 
are the facts: 


On V-] Day, 27,000 persons were 
waiting for their telephones in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County. 


Since then, we have connected 15,000 tele- 
phones here. However, we have received so 
many applications for service that the number 
of people waiting is about the same as it was 
on V-J Day. 


Of the 15,000 telephones installed, several 
thousand were for people waiting for service at 
war's end. The rest were for people who qual- 
ified for service without delay, and obviously 
these did not reduce the waiting list. 


Normally we maintain a “spare” margin of 
equipment 20 take care of the constantly grow- 
ing demand for service. However, when demand 
for telephones began skyrocketing, we loaded 
to capacity the equipment in the central offices, 
and the cables, in order to serve as many people 
as possible. 


The telephone situation varies 
in different parts of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County 


Twenty-seven different telephone central of- 
fices serve St. Louis and St. Louis County. In 
many of these central offices, equipment still is 
working at capacity. In others there is room in 
the equipment to connect a few more telephones,

For all practical purposes, there is at 
present no more room to connect telephones in 
the areas served by 21 of the 27 different offices. 


In the remaining six central office areas, we 
usually are able to give some type of party-line

due) and Dixon-SWifton (Sappington). The 
equipment serving these areas is near capacity, 
however, and at any time any or all six of these 
areas may be temporarily “closed” to new tele- 
phones if the demand exceeds the small margin 
of equipment. 


The great need is for more 
equipment, particularly complex 
switchboards and dial apparatus. 


It’s a big job to make and install this equip- 
ment.

Service in proper turn is fundamental;

Thus, service will become available in some 
parts of town before it does in others. But we're 
rushing all jobs in an effort to provide service to 
everyone as fast as possible.

A record is kept of every application in the 
order we received it. This is fundamental to our 
job of serving everyone waiting. You may be 
sure that you will receive your telephone in 
proper turn. As orders are filled for those whose

You will be notified as soon as 
equipment is ready to serve you. 


Shortly before the equipment in your section 
is ready, we will get in touch with you to arrange 
the details of installing your telephone so that 
your service may be supplied at the earliest pos- 
sible moment.

The Church Universal 


Amid scenes of glittering splendor and rev- 
erent ceremonial that are the highest symbols 
of the religious faith to which some 330,000,000 
of the world’s population adhere, Rome this 
week is witnessing a spectacle unprecedented in 
the long history of the Roman Catholic church— 
the elevation of 32 of its prelates to ‘the high 
honor of membership in the College of Car- 
dinals, 

These néw princes of the church have been 
chosen by the Supreme Pontiff for their “learn- 
ing, holiness and honorable life” or, as another 
authority puts it, their “doctrine, piety and pru- 
dence.” St. Louisans of whatever faith feel pride 
in the fact that one of these, the senior in years 
among the group, is John Cardinal Glennon of 
this city. There is pride in this recognition of 
the trans-Mississippi region of America for the 
first time in the highest council of the church, 
no less than in the personal tribute to the church- 
man of whom the Commonweal recently said: 


Archbishop Glennon of St. Louis might be 
described as the grand old man of the Amer- 
ican hierarchy, continuing the tradition of 
personal charm, simplicity and directness so 
widely associated with such great figures of 
the past as Archbishops Dowling and Ire- 
land. 


‘Lhere are other regions, 
whose Ordinaries are for the first time to wear 
the long-trained red soutane and the engraved 
ring with its relics of the saints. All the world’s 
continents are now represented, with the ap- 
pointments from Australia and China. The Sacred 
College has its largest membership in genera- 
tions and the long tradition of an Italian major- 
ity in its composition has been broken. 

So, in the wisdom of Pius XII, an act of 
statesmanship has been performed that demon- 
strates with new forcefulness the church’s proud 
claim to universality. “Now,” in the words of 
Cardinal Glennon, “the Holy Father will be 
surrounded by representatives of all peoples, 
thus fulfilling the command of our Lord to his 
Apostles: ‘Go forth and teach all the nations.’ ” 

In a day when the revival of intense national- 
isms disturbs the advocates of world co-opera- 
tion for the future peace and security of man- 
kind, the Catholie church by this historic re- 
organization has set an example before the tem- 
poral statesmen of the nations. Pius XII himself 
an Italian, views equably the prospect that his 
successor may be a “foreign Pope,” the first 
since Adrian VI, the Netherlander who held the 
papal throne in 1522-23. 

The concept of the Church Universal, signi- 
fied in Rome this week by the churchmén who 
have crossed the oceans to participate in the 
moving ceremonies under the stupendous dome 
of St. Peter's, is of loftiest import to the fol- 
lowers of the faith. The precept they represent 
is an ancient and revered one, for their office 
is proclaimed as in spiritual succession to the 
Twelve Apostles, those first evangelists of the 
new faith which sprang from the shores of 
Galilee. 

The Church Universal finds spiritual comfort 
in its living unity no less than in its credal 
teachings, and that unity has never been so 
broadened and strengthened as in the solemn 
proceedings now progressing in the Holy City, 
For men of all faiths and of no faith who ad- 
minister the political realm as the hierarchy ad- 
ministers its sector of the religious, there is a 
profound Jesson in what the spectacle means.

In the past, Mr. Agar says, it was nobody's 
job to tell the world the whole truth about 
American life and ideas. Private news agencies 
transmitted partial reports, and the result was 
half-truths, which are dangerous. Private broad- 
casters lacked advertising revenue to support 
many international good will programs.

During the war, the Government built up a 
powerful system of short-wave stations and en- 
gaged in far-reaching: information work abroad.

Wage-Price Questions 
Chester Bowles and John Snyder, who were at 
loggerheads through the White House debate, 
are now together in talking tougher about price 
control than about wage control. This statement 
by the latter partly exemplifies the point: 


We have not reimposed full control over 
wages because . ... all parties agree it is 
desirable to permit the fullest degree of 
collective bargaining within the framework 
of price control. We hope to prevent hard- 
ships resulting from drastic reductions in 
take-home pay, but we also hope to prevent 
inflationary effects on prices. 


But isn’t the new policy “full control over 
wages’? Doesn't it limit increases to the “gen- 
eral pattern” of 15 to 18 per cent established 
in the steel and other recent settlements? Isn't 
the control as “full” as the Little Steel formula 
was? 

If it isn’t, if it is something very much more 
fluid than that, then we do not have a new wage 
policy; we only have a policy to buy a brief 
span of industrial peace by raising wages and 
prices. The almost certain sequel would be still 
more price increases if and when Walter P. 
Reuther and others come back to collect the next 
“installment” of the original 30 per cent demand. 

Collective bargaining is excellent in fact, as 
well as for politically palatable statements, but 
can it operate in “fullest degree” so long as in- 
dustrial production is so far behind demands 
that dropping priee controls would precipitate 
disaster? If Mr. Snyder really means that a 
new wage line will be held, would the chances 
of its holding not be improved by his saving so 
straight? Would it not be more honest and 
more effective to say—as was truly said of the 
Little Steel formula—that any group of employes 
who have the necessary fuel of organized power 
can dash out to that line, but no further? 

The question, in fine, 
ministrators will operate the new policy declara- 
tion with a full understanding that prices and 
wages must be limited with equal firmness. We 
can only hope that they will. Meanwhile, since 
they are our reliance, it is important that Con- 
gress endow them with the statutory means. 

Mr. Bowles correctly foresees that “firm and 
decisive action” is required to hold this country 
on an even keel. Congress's job is to renew 
price and rent control power, and to augment 
it with limits on the prices of residential prop-

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Conciliation According to McNear 

George P. McNear Jr. will have a hard time 
waving that olive branch, even though he finally 
has consented to arbitrate the strike on his To- 
ledo, Peoria & Western Railroad. He might seem 
a peaceful man, but 13 days ago his armed rail- 
road guards shot and killed two striking em- 
ployes. That made McNear’s labor policies as 
peaceful as the business end of a T. P. & W. 
shotgun. 

McNear stubbornly rejected one arbitration 
appeal after another, during a previous strike 
which interrupted war traffic on his line. Now, 
with men dead, it is late for either contrition 
or arbitration. On the nineteenth century fron- 
tier, men could get away with an attitude of 
“shoot first and ask questions afterward.” But 
McNear is not a leather-larruping hero; he is a 
Jabor-baiting railroad president. The present 
situation can be expressed in a terse modern 
slogan —— something like “liquidate, then arbi- 
trate.”

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A Housing Runaround ? 

The city’s program of building and selling 
homes to veterans is a very nice little drop in 
the bucket-——but only if is regarded frankly 
as a drop in the bucket. If Mayor Kaufmann 
and the Mayor's Emergency Housing Committee, 
Wesley McAfee, try to make any- 
thing than that of it, they will 
putting up a high-powered stall. 

The test is simple. If this minor project Is 
followed up immediately by a project to supply 
hundreds of houses swiftly, starting immedi- 
ately, and to rent them to veterans, the present 
small project is commendable. If not, it is only 
doing something little when nothing big is be- 
ing done. 

The limitations of the present project are 
very acute. Only 65 houses are to be built at 
once—which is too few. They are to be built by 
the conventional methods of permanent con- 
struction—which are too:slow. They are to be 
sold—which is no help at all to the thousands 
of veterans who are not in a position to buy. 

Many more emergency housing units, built by 
the speediest methods, need to be put up by the 
city, and offered for rent. Are they going to be 
forthcoming, or are the Mayor and his com- 
mittee trying to see how little they can get by 
with, and how long they can take in doing it, 
without being blown out of the water by in- 
dignant veterans who are getting tired of being 
put off?

Two. objections may be raised to this 
plan: Why should America spend money on 
advertising herself, and why can’t the news- 
papers, press services and radio supply all 
the necessary information by private enter- 
prise, without help from Government”? 


The answer to the first question is easy: 
America should not spend money on adver- 
tising herself, and is not proposing to do 
so. The Department of State is merely un- 
dertaking to meet a widespread and articu- 
late demand, a demand for help and guid- 
ance in knowing and judging America. 


Fssential in War or Peace

Danger Partial Reports 

If an editorial ts written on the basis 
of the 200 words, instead of the 5000, it may 
be unfair to American policy. If a speech 
is made, or a question asked in Parliament, 
on the basis of the 200 words, it may start 
a chain of misunderstandings and recrimi- 
nations. 


This is one of the ways in which well- 
meaning people, who would like to know 
and trust each other, drift into ignorance 
and hurtful criticism. It is very much in 
the national interest of America to avoid 
such mistrust as much as possible. 


A Government information service can 
provide the full text, in the case of real- 
ly important speeches, at the same time 
that private enterprise provides the brief 
excerpt. The editorial writer, or the polli- 
ticlan, wants the full text. Repeated ex- 
perience during the war shows that he 
wants it, that he will read it if he can get 
it, that he will comment fairly and intelli- 
gently if he has a chance to do so. Pri- 
vate enterprise cannot always provide him 
with the chance. Government can, and 
therefore Government should. 


A Case of Humpty Dumpty 


There is no use trying to pick up the 
pieces after a misunderstanding has been 
allowed to happen. As in the famous case 
of Humpty Dumpty, all the King’s horses 
and all the King’s men can never fit the 
Pieces together again. Neither can all the 
President’s horses and all the President's 
men. But a trusted, accurate information 
service can often prevent the breakage. 


Such a service will not trespass on the 
domain of private enterprise. The press, 
the radio, the films, the books and maga- 
zines tell much of the story of America. The 
more they tell, the better for all concerned. 
The more they tell, the easier the task of a 
Government information service, But it is 
not their prime purpose .to foresee and to 
ward off misunderstandings.

New Mark Twain Letters 
On Failures in Business

n prodigious success as a 
niso aspired to success in 
never attained {t. His pub- 
largest of his many ventures, 
collapsed in 1894. This fallure he at- 
tributed in later years to the company’s 
former head, Charles L. Webster, a nephew 
by marriage. In the sections of his long- 
suppressed autobiographical notes pub- 
lished in 1940 by Bernard De Voto under 
the title, “Mark Twain in Eruption,” he 
devoted some 30 pages to lambasting Web- 
ster for mismanagement of the firm's af- 
fairs, and for incompetence. 

The present book is primarily a defense 
of Webster, presented by his son-in the 
form of previously unpublished letters, 
mostly by Mark Twain. The documentary 
record pretty well demolishes the charges 
against Webster, and shows that it was 
Mark Twain's poor judgment more than 
anything else that caused his business mis- 
fortunes. Furthermore, Webster had left 
the firm because of ill health six yeara be- 
fore the crash, and died three years before 
it occurred,

The settling of this ancient family quarre} 
{is of little importance to readers today, 
and in fact Mark Twain seemingly got over 
his grudge soon after dictating the denun- 
ciation of Webster. The chief interest in 
the book is in the new light it sheds on 
the great writer’s character, and in the ab- 
sorbing addenda to the record of his life 

The get-rich-quick aspirations of Mark 
Twain, as shown in his letters, were not 
unlike those of his celebrated character, 
Col. Sellers, in “The Gilded Age.” The 
Colonel used to remark, of some A&tich 
scheme as selling eye medicine to the Chi- 
nese, “There's millions tn it,” and Mark 
Twain wrote in 1884: “There's bushels of 
dividends in those games.” This referred 
to a history game he had invented, tried 
out on his family and friends, and finally 
gave up as a bad job. 

. + > 

Many other inventions of his own and of 
others distracted his attention from literary 
work: a clamp to hold the blankets on a 
baby’s bed, a chalk-plate process for repro 
ducing illustrations, a perpetual ealendar, a 
scrapbook with adhesive on its pages, ready 
moistened (this was successful) 
ill-fated typesetting machine. 
This last swallowed up some $300,000 of 
Mark's money, and meant a steady drain 
on the publishing firm’s profits which con- 
tributed no little to its collapse. 

In his letters to Webster, Mark is dis- 
closed as a testy, impatient man, but with 
a charm and an inevitable joke that soft- 
ened his demands. He is constantly giving 
peremptory orders, calling for financial re- 
ports, denduncing various persons as awin- 
diera, threatening lawsuits and sending the 
harried Webster on shopping tours. Web- 
ster’s patience no less than his business 
acumen is vindicated by the correspond- 
ence. And the constant devotion of the 
whole family to the illustrious writer proves 
that his bark must have been much worse 
than his bite.

The Brit- 
ish, French and Russians, he 
said, have put leading scientists 
to work and the Russians have 
taken special pains to provide 
them with extra food and fuel. 

In contrast, the Americans, 
after screening the 1500 scientists 
scooped up when zonal boujndarites 
were readjusted, still have several 
hundred in custody “for further 
interrogation,” but otherwise are 
doing nothing. The others were 
released (not counting the war 
specialists who went to America) 
and were told in effect to shift 
for themselves. 

Independently, it was learned 
that the Military Government re- 
ported to army authorities in 
Frankfurt that the care of these 
men was an “urgent” problem. 
Most of them had no money, mea- 
ger belongings, no way to get 
home, and no assurance that they 
would have anything to do if they 
could get back, 

It was recalled that when they 
were evacuated, the Army off- 
handedly promised them jobs, ma- 
terials and homes, but sometimes 
gave them only a few hours to 
pack up and leave before the Rus- 
sians took over, : 

The German scientists, them- 
selves, Say that they first thought 
the American zone would be the 
best place to work, but now they 
would much prefer the British, 
French and Russian zones. 

Russians Got Some. 


There is no reason to believe, 
of course, that the Russians would 
not have bundled off the top talent, 
as the Americans and British did, 
if they could have got their hands 
on them. As a matter of fact, 
they did get some, and two groups 
of German scientists are supposed 
to be working under Soviet super- 
vision somewhere along the Black 
Sea on undisclosed researches. 
There have been isolated reports 
of German scientists disappearing 
from Berlin and, presumably, be- 
ing escorted to the U.S.S.R. on 
assignment, but there is no sug- 
gestion that they have not been 
treated well. 

“This sort of thing is not half 
so serious as it sounds,” one quali- 
fied source said, 

The Russians were indignant 
when they found that the Ameri- 
cans had previously combed their 
western zonal borders for talent. 
They argued that these men should 
be returned to Liepzig, Dresden 
and other places where they “be- 
longed.”

FISH one sees on the market 
A trese days has a rather “ear 

catching’ name—Rose fish. 
The skin side of the frozen fillets 
which one can buy has a _.rosy 
tint, and the flesh is rather white 
and attractive. It can be cooked 
in all the common ways using 
fillets. One of the most satisfac- 
tory methods and perhaps the one 
‘that appeals to most people 
either shallow pan or deep kettle 
frying. This is a quick method 
and it develops a crunchy crust on 
the outside and a .noist flaky in- 
side. The flavor of the fish is 
very mild, so we found that dip- 
ping the fillets first in vinegar be- 
fore dipping into cornmeal gives 
a pleasing flavor. In the frying 
process, the fillets curl slightly 
and produce a most interesting 
form, 

Care needs to be taken not to 
overdo the frying. This means ad- 
hering strictly to the recommend- 
ed temperature and using a 
thermometer is the sure way of 
knowing how nearly you are hit- 
ting the mark. A thermometer 
does not cost more than two and 
a half dollars and it will last a 
lifetime if one is a careful person, 
So after all it is a wise invest- 
ment. It can be used for ascer- 
taining a number of cooking tem- 
peratures and it will help one do 
a better job wherever it 1 used. 
And armed with that kind of 
equipment, one can cook with 
much more confidence. Be sure 
to serve this fish immediately aft- 
er it is fried and while it is blis- 
tering hot. That is when fish is 
at its best. And have the cucum- 
ber sauce freshly made and you'll 
have a combination that will not 
be frowned upon. 


Rose Fish Fulets. 


One pound Rose fish fillets, one- 
fourth cup tarragon vinegar, two 
teaspoons salt, one-half cup corn- 
meal, deep fat. Dip fish fillets 
intO vinegar in which one tea- 
spoon salt has been added. Com- 
bine remaining salt with corn- 
meal. Dip fish into cornmeal and 
deep fat fry in fat 370 degrees F.

HILE I was in London, I 
W nappenca to hear some one 

say, “given a certain situa- 
tion, the United Nations organi- 
zation might possibly succeed,” 
Curiously, from the very begin- 
ning, I felt that, unless we ap- 
proached our work in a spirit of 
defeatism, we would succeed, so 
I never for a minute thought of 
the possibility of failure. 

In analyzing my feeling, I find 
it arises from the fact that, in all 
the years of my husband's public 
life, particularly the last 12, in 
which he seemed to meet one 
crisis after another, I never once 
heard him make a remark which 
indicated that any crisis could not 
be solved. He might frankly ad- 
mit he did not know the answer 
to a difficult situation, but he 
always had complete confidence 
that some one would find the 
answer. No one can expect al- 
ways to deal correctly with every 
question, but a confident approach 
wives one a better chance of suc- 
cess,

MY OWN APPROACH to any 
difficulties that emerge among 
the United Nations is that there 
is one paramount thing to re- 
member—namely, that we have 
discovered super weapons of de- 
struction. If we wish, we can 
destroy ourselves and our entire 
civilization. If we do not wish to 
do this, then we must learn to 
get on together without war. That 
entails the success of U.N.O. 

It does not seem to me to be 
a question of “if’ we succeed, 
since the only alternative is com- 
plete destruction.

THAT’S ONE REASON why I 
feel that the participation of 


women in this effort is more im- 
portant throughout the world than 
ever before. Men and women have 
found, in many other undertak- 
ings, that success was achieved 
when they worked closely to- 
gether. It seems to me essential 
that women should now take their 
place in public affairs. 

True, there are many women 
who cannot possibly run for of- 
fice or attend conferences. They 
have houses to look after, hus- 
bands to take care of, children to 
bring up. However, nothing pre- 
cludes them from finding time to 
take an interest in community af- 
fairs. Women free to do so should 
work along with men and accept 
responsibility within their com- 
munities, and that should carry 
on up into positions of state and 
national importance. 

There are still, of course, many 
countries in which women are not 
recognized as equal citizens and 
have many restrictions imposed on 
them. In those countries, changes 
must come about more slowly.

IN THE MATTER, however, of 
keeping before our people the 
importance of the work of U.N.O., 
I hope women have the capacity 
to think up new ways of present- 
ing the urgency of establishing 
peaceful international relations on 
a firm footing. When all is said 
and done, the greatest thing in 
life for any woman is love of her 
family, and it is her family that 
is at stake In the failure or suc- 
cess of this organization, — 
Though my responsibilities as a 
delegate to the UNO conference 
have come to an end, I do not 
feel they have ended at home.

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Release of Mussolini's Mistress 


Life Is Beginning

In this, the third and last chap- 
ter of her diary, Claretta Petacci, 
Mussolini’s mistress, tells of a 
dramatic scene in prison when 
she first learns that Mussolini has 
been liberated by the Germans,

OVARA PRISON, Sept. 16, 
N 1943—The atmosphere has be- 

come charged with electricity. 
The chief guard came in, There 
was a strange look in his eye. He 
told us we shall soon be freed, 
perhaps in a few minutes—per- 
haps later tonight. He says that 
night is better to avoid being 
fired on and killed. The fascist 
national councillor Belloni was 
shot five times as he was leav- 
ing. the prison and had to be 
taken to the hospital. I certainly 
wouldn't find that amusing, after 
having suffered so much agony 
here. We understand a car is to 
come and fetch us. I still fear 
some hoax. 

Is it true, Ben (Mussolini), that 
you’re in Germany? If you are, 
I hope I can come there and join 
you. 

We look like skeletons. But I 
would undergo any ordeal to see 
you again. I know we shall meet 
again. My intuition tells me love 
has won. I never doubted my love 
but I doubted yours—and for good 
reasons, 

I got a real thrill today, in 
fact I thought the shock would 
kill me. A woman prisoner flung 
a copy of the newspaper “Ga- 
zetta” through the cell bars. It 
gave particulars of how you were 
rescued by your loyal German 
friends. 

(Editor’s note: Mussolini was 
freed by Nazi paratroopers who 
descended on Gran Sasso, Italy, 
where Il Duce was being kept a 
prisoner in a local hotel. The 
paratroops, assigned to the dar- 
ing venture by Hitler personally, 
overpowered Mussolini’s. Italian 
anti-Fascist guards in a matter of 
minutes. They put Mussolini 
aboard a plane, flew him to Rome, 
then to Vienna.) 

My heart missed a beat, then 
it started thumping as if it would 
break through my chest. I cried 
with joy and also with grief over 
how they had humiliated you and 
plotted to turn you over to the 
British.

too. Her Armando is free. He’s 
just arrived, I wish you could 
have seen them embrace, Oh, Ben, 
why won’t you say the word to 
make these wretched jailers free 
us? Won't you tell our German 
comrades: “Help them, they be- 
long to me. They have suffered 
much because of me.” If the 
Germans don’t get here soon, I’m 
afraid they’ll do me in here. 

It’s clear that the business of 
getting out of here is going to be 
difficult. They say (personally I 
consider it cowardly pretext) that 
civilians are armed and behaving 
like hooligans and that boys are 
hurling hand grenades just for 
the fun of it. If you really love 
me, you would get us out. And yet 
you used to call me your little 
companion, you used to say that 
you would have liked to pass away 
with me at your side. 

I have been compromised by our 
love. You know I was like a little 
wife to you, so much so that we 
ardently hoped for a child, but 
cruel destiny willed otherwise. I 
don’t want to die now. I want to 
be clasped to your heart just once 
more,

emotion, but life is beginning 
anew. I’m writing to you, Ben, 
to continue those tender talks we 
had in that ghastly prison, talks 
that helped to keep me alive. 

Here's the story of what hap- 
pened since we were freed from 
prison. At 6 p.m. the night before 
last, we heard someone coming 
down the prison corridor. Keys, 
bolts, thuds, voices talking. Sud- 
denly, our door opens and in 
comes the police commissar. He 
is all smiles and honeyed words 
and embarrassment. 

He has come to give me back 
my jewelry and fur coat. You re- 
member the jewels, Ben. (Editor's 
note: Mussolini had lavished jew- 
elry and other presents on Clar- 
etta before his downfall.) Then 
the commissar summoned a ma- 
jor who informed us the order 
for our release had been received, 
A pang of joy, feverish prepara- 
tions, copious tears. Pale and 
trembling, we walk down the 
dirty stairs, never to ascend them 
again. 

Marcello (Claretta’s brother) 
was there waiting for us. While 
mother hugged him, Marcello 
pointed to a slender German of- 
ficer nearby and said: “It’s him 
you've got to kiss, mother, If it 
had not been for them you would 
never have gotten out of here.” 

The officer explained our re- 
lease orders had arrived five days 
before. The carabinierj] (national 
police) had not set us free be- 
cause they were waiting for or- 
ders from Rome to shoot. us. 
They were playing for time. It 
was their intention to pack me 
off to Rome and make a present 
of me to that swine, Badoglio, 
so he could put me in a sideshow

We got a very 
cordial reception, There were 
two commanding officers, both of 
them very young and fair, They 
gave us sandwiches and cham- 
pagne. Just think of it, Ben, after 
days on a starvation diet. They 
were so kind and they spoke to 
us thrdugh’an interpreter sum- 
moned for the purpose. Your 
photos were hanging on the wall, 
the one where you are kissing a 
little girl of the Fascist youth or- 
ganization. I wept when I saw 
it.

to broadcast from Germany at 
9:30 p.m. My heart leaps. I 
tremble just to hear your voice. 
And then I hear it, coming clear- 
ly over the radio. Your voice, 
your own dear voice. (Editor’s 
note: In his speech, Mussolini 
called on all Italians to take up 
arms again against the Allies.) 

I burst out crying. I couldn't 
help it. You are speaking to the 
people. Your voice is low, .throb- 
bing and sady Ben, sad as it’s 
never been before. But you 
seemed to be talking for me, too. 
Your soul was pressing into mine, 
just as it used to. 

Your touching, poetical words. 
No one in the world can talk 
like you, can say things as you 
say them. A great man like you 
deserves a bright destiny. 

You are unique. There's nobody 
like you. You just couldn't end 
up in a miserable, shamieful way. 
You'll win through, despite every- 
thing. I drank in your words, 
listening to your every word as 
if it were a life-giving nectar that 
made me revive at last. When 
it ended, I was trembling all over 
—and I fainted. The officers re- 
vived me with brandy. When I 
was finally able to move on, we 
were placed aboari a big police 
car and we started on our way 
again, 

We reached Merano at dawn. 
There we found (Gen. Dietrich, 
who assigned us to the Hotel 
Parco. We were given a room 
with a bath.. I was speechless at 
the sight of a real bed with clean 
Sheets and soft pillows, And then 
—breakfast in bed—warm things 
to eat. Mimi and I kept looking 
at each other like two thunder- 
Struck sparrows. We cried and 
embraced. It’s true, we're free, 
we're safe, the ordeal is over. 

(Editor’s note: For both Benito 
and his mistress, the ordeal was 
over—but only temporarily. After 
his release, Il Duce had a reunion 
with Hitler in Munich, then a re- 
union with Claretta. As the Nazi 
regime tottered toward collapse, 
Mussolini and his mistress planned 
to escape to Switzerland. But a 
group of Italian partisans trapped 
them in their secret hideout, a 
villa near Dongo on Lake Como. 
As Claretta sought to shield Benito 
from death by stepping in front 


of him and shouting, “No, no,” 
the partisans shot both of them 
to death. Their bodies were then 
taken to Milan and dumped in 
the city square. An irate mob 
kicked and mutilated the bodies, 
then they were hung up, heads 
down, from the rafters of a gas 
station and displayed to the resi- 
dents of Milan as a macabre spec- 
tacle of the end of II Duce’s 
Stormy career.)

North opened with the club bid 
for two reasons: to make it as 
easy as possible for South to re- 
spond; and to discourage a club 
lead if the final contract turned 
out to be at no trump. 

West led the heart queen, which 
was ducked in dummy. West per- 
sisting with hearts, declarer 
ruffed, drew exactly two rounds 
of trumps, then ran the diamonds 
—or rather, started to run them. 
What he hoped to accomplish 
must remain a dark mystery, but 
what happened, of course, was 
that East ruffed the third round 
of diamonds, and South still had 
to lose a club trick. Down two! 

The contract was ice cold after 
the opening lead—indeed, only an 
original trump lead could have de- 
feated it. South raffed the second 
heart lead, but he failed to follow 
up that excellent line. He should 
have gone to dummy with a dia- 
mond, ruffed another heart, gone 
back with a diamond or a club 
and ruffed the last heart. Now it 
would be simplicity itself to over- 
take the trump king, cash the 
queen and nine of trumps, discard- 
ing low clubs from the closed 
hand, and finally to cash high dia- 
monds and clubs for the needed 
12 tricks, True, a 3-3 trump break 
was required, but this “dummy-re- 
versal” plan was the only one that 
had the faintest chance for suc- 
cess.
